I come and see you or am kept 
away and only hear news of you, I 
may know* that you are standing 
firm with one spirit, one purpose, 
fighting side by side for faith in 
tbe good news. 
Never for a mom- 
en falter before your opponents, for 
your fearlessness will be a sure 
sign for them of their coming des-, 
truction, but to you it will be an 
omen, from God himself, of your 
delierance.
